On Trucks 


During 1979, according to 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Safety, there were 167 
truck-related fatalities in Ala- 
bama -- of these, 155 were 
fatalities involving a large truck 
and another vehicle. Of this 155 
total, 130 of the fatalities were 
occupants of the other vehicle. 

“The Department is being 
flooded with complaints from 
the motoring public,”’ said Cpl. 
Jack Weekly of the State 
Trooper Department, ‘‘concern- 
ing speeding trucks and other 
violations, such as following too 
closely, spilling loads, shifting 
loads, cutting in, running 
people off the road, etc.” 

“Although most truck 
drivers are safe, courteous 
drivers,'"" Weekly continued, 
“this image is being spoiled by 
the few who refuse to obey the 
traffic laws and intimidate other 
drivers in smaller vehicles.”’ 


In order to gain a higher 
level of voluntary compliance 
with the national 55 mph speed 
laws and other traffic laws, the 
Department of Public Safety 
intends to take the following 
action on a state-wide basis to 
reduce truck accidents: 

Use aircraft - motorcycles - 
pickup trucks - vans and other 
non-police yehicles - plain cars, 
civilian clothes, DPS tags, etc. 
by “Ghost Patrol’’ units; use 
roadblocks and inspection de- 
tails for driver license and 
equipment checks.

A complaint of chemical cans 
at the Elba airport was voiced by 
Councilman John Sharpless.

Even though the notice 
closely resembles the one post- 
ed last year, it differs in that the 
Elba line is now in ‘‘category 
1’’, or no longer being sur- 
yeyed but in the group of ‘*All 
lines or portions of lines which 
the carrier anticipates will be 
the subject of an abandonment 
or discontinuance application to 
be filed within the 3-year period 
following the date upon which 
the diagram, or any amended 
diagram, is filed with the 
Commission."’ 


Apparently this means the 
railroad plans to ask the ICC for 
permission to discontinue this 
spur rail line, and leave Elba 
without rail service. 


Mrs. Frances Trammell, 
Community Development Dir- 
ector for Elba asked the Council 
to approve a resolution agreeing 
to give Southeast Alabama 
Regional Planning and Develop- 
ment Commission 10 percent of 
all full funding federal grants 
received by Elba. This is to 
replace the monthly $85 fee 
presently being paid for assist- 
ance on applications for grants, 
etc. The action was unanimous- 
ly approved by the council. 


Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers 
requested the firemen be raised 
to $8.00 per fire from the 
present $6.50, and that the 
department get the present 
library building when the library 
is moved. The Council postpon- 
ed until the next meeting any 
action on the increase, and took 
no action on the other request. 
They did assure Driggers the 
fire department would get some 
additional room, but would 
make no promises until all plans 
had been coordinated. 


A discussion on extending 
sewage for 300 feet along 
Highland Drive to join collector 
lines from the Mac Champion 
subdivision indicated that all 
councilmen felt it should be 
done, was legally required, and 
would be good for expansion of 
the city. It was pointed out that 
Champion would be responsible 
for lines up to the highway 
right-of-way. 


Councilman Jimmy Wise 
reported a number of telephone 
calls about the city crews and 
equipment working on private 
property near the railroad 
depot. Folsom quickly said that 
while grading an alley, the city 
grader did pull down some posts 
and a building owned» by 
Southern Supply and Contract- 
ing fell down. Folsom said he 


personally hooked the chain to 
the machine. The building is 
reportedly owned by Mayor 
Folsom and/or members of his 
family. 


Folsom said the firm would 
pay for all work done by city 
workers on the property, but not 
until all other private citizens 
had done the same. He told the 
Council that city crews had 
spent 2% days working on a 
sewer line of Roland Powell’s. 
When asked who authorized 
this, he said he didn’t know and 
didn’t know it was going on until 
later. 


Folsom told Wise, ‘‘You 
don’t like Bob Folsom, and that 
is why you are bringing this 
up.’’ He then said he could 
bring up some other things 
embarrassing to others... At 
this time, Councilman Cleo 
Hawkins broke in and said 
Folsom was directing that at 
him as he had done before, but

he had nothing to hide. Folsom 
denied implicating Hawkins. A 
short time later, Wise respond- 
ed to Folsom, ‘The city crews 
have done nothing for me at 
all.”’ 


The discussion ended when 
Folsom asked a representative 
of this newspaper if our photos 
were good, and was told that 
reportedly some other member 
of the staff had responded to the 
third of a number of phone calls 
and had made some pictures.

Draft Registration Is A Popular 


Idea In Congress 


Senator Howell Heflin 


In the aftermath of the 
Russian invasion of Afghan- 
istan, President Carter called 
for the reinstatement of draft 
registration. I strongly sup- 
port the President's call for 
resumption of Selective Ser- 
vice registration. 

Our military strength 
and readiness has been slip- 
ping in recent years and we 
must take this step to im- 
prove our military posture. 

Recent events as well as 
the fact that the All Volun- 
teer concept appears to have 
fallen short of its goals in 
recruiting for the Armed Ser- 
vices make this step neces- 
sary. 

Since 1974, when the 
draft ended, the Selective 
Service System has been on a 
“standby” posture with a 
skeleton staff of fewer than 
100 people in the Washington 
headquarters and in six re- 
gional offices. Obviously, this 
“skeleton” staff will be in- 
creased when registration be- 
gins 

The President has esti- 
mated that resuming tne 
draft registration will cost 
about $10 million~in fiscal 
year 1980 and another $10 
million in 1981 

The President has the 
authority to resume registra- 
tion, including classification 
and examination if he deems 
it necessary. Aiy subsequent 
induct or draft, 
however, would have to come 


power to 


from the Congress -- as 
would any declaration of war. 

I believe there is over- 
whelming support in the 
House and the Senate for a 
registration program. There 
are a number of Senators who 
feel we shouldn't stop there 
but should go ahead and re- 
sume the draft immediately. 

Draft registration is a 
popular idea in Congress as 
was the President's decision 
to increase defense emphasis 
this year and in the next five 
years. 

Draft registration will 
speed up our military pre- 
paredness by weeks or even 
months in case we are forced 
to go to the draft. 

The question of who will 
have to register is where the 
problem comes in. As of now, 
men between the ages of 18 
and 26 will be required to 
register for the draft. 

There has been a lot of 
talk about registering women 
and this is a very controver- 
sial point. 

I oppose drafting women 
and have written the Presi- 
dent opposing the registra- 
tion of women. 

I don't see the necessity 
of registering women. The 
population of males in the 
draft age bracket is certainly 
adequate for any standing ar- 
my that this country will need 
in either peacetime or war- 
time.

Dear Sir: 

I am descended from a 
Henry Allen Caldwell (my great 
grandfather) and his wife, 
Susan Beckham Caldwell, who 


moyed to Elba from Pike 
County, Georgia, in the mid- 
1850's. Their son, Thomas J, 
died in Elba in 1860, and Henry 
himself died there in 1860 or 61. 
Susan remained alive and died 
in Elba on December 27, 1901. 
My father, Chries Walter 
Caldwell, was born in Elba in 
1895. The Caldwell children 
were Martha O., Mary Celestia, 
Thomas J., Solomon S. (who 
died at the battle of Jones- 
borough in the Civil War), 
Louisa Catherine, William 
Henry Harrison ‘‘Bose’’, Eliza 
A., Charles J., Robert Emmett 
(my grandfather); Samuel 
Beckham, EdWard Leonidas, 
and Laura Ellen ‘‘Kate.’’ 

While much of the family 
moved gradually to Texas some 
of the family remained behind. 
My information indicates that 
**Kate’’ (Laura Ellen) married a 
ROWE and that their des- 
cendents still live in Coffee 
County. Two of the sons married 
Simmons’, and one married a 
Cook, all families that I believe 
came from either Coffee, or Pike 
counties.

Incidentally, if you haven't 
done it already, you need to put 
your dormant spray of oil 
emulsion on peach and plum 
trees. This oil will prevent two 
or, three different insects from 
damaging your trees. We have 
the new spray schedules for 
peaches, pears, apples and 
plums at our office.

FERTILIZE PECANS 

Nitrogen is an element that 
supplies ‘‘grow power"’ to pe- 
cans. It takes 6-9 inches of 
annual twig growth to produce 
nuts. Go ahead and apply your 


Nitrogen now to get good 
growth. 
Why fertilize now? You 


need Nitrogen available to the 
roots of the trees before growth 
begins. When Nitrogen is 
available early in the growing 
season, a greater percentage of 
flower buds set nuts. 

How much fertilizer do you 
use around your pecans? For 
trees 20-25 years old, you can 
use about 25 pounds of ammo- 
nium nitrate per tree. On 
younger trees, use 1 pounds 
ammonium nitrate per tree per 
year of age, but don’t go over 
25-30 pounds for any single 
tree. You can get complete 
information on pecan fertiliza- 
tion by getting in touch with me 
at the Extension office.

Tips On Pecan Production

When Hurricane Frederic hit 
the coast of Alabama last fall, it 
left the pecan industry in a state 
storm 
destroyed 60 percent of the 
pecan trees in the area. It will 
be the 21st century before these 
replaced and 
brought back into production. 
The remaining trees were so 
badly damaged, it will be six to 
seven years before they will be 
in production again. For these 
reasons, care of pecan . trees 
home and the 
renovation of old orchards is

When pecan trees are plant- 
ed, they are expected to remain 
on the land from 20 to 40 years 
or longer. There are a number 
of factors to be considered in 


successful pecan production. 


First, you need the proper 
Although 
pecans are adapted to many 
different soils, they do best on 
well-drained 
sandy loam soils. Avoid heavy, 
mottled clay soils with poor 


soil and location. 
deep, fertile, 


drainage. 


The best site for growing 
pecans is one with a gradual 
slope which allows air move- 
ment to lower areas outside the 
This causes 
faster drying after heavy dews, 
It also helps 
prevent the spread of certain 


pecan orchard.

You will be 
wasting money if you buy a 
‘‘pecan fertilizer’, which is 
usually a triple analysis fertiliz- 
er. In addition, you will cause a 
nutrient imbalance in the soil by 
adding more of the nutrients 
that are already present. If you 
need to add nitrogen and zinc, 
then add only nitrogen and zinc. 

Why should you fertilize? 
Ideally, nitrogen should be 
applied between February 1 and 
February 20. Nitrogen is the 
element that supplies ‘‘grow 


power’’ to pecans. It should be 
available to trees before growth 


begins. Each year, apply 1% 


pounds of ammonium nitrate 
per tree for each year of age up 
to 25-30 pounds per tree. For

April and in June. Zinc is the 
most critical element for pecans. 
It can affect pecan yields even if 
all other nutrients are present in

Ball Fails To Get More County Funds 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, March 25, at the 
courthouse in Elba, and heard 
County Health Officer Kenneth 
Ball report that cutbacks would 
have to be made in the County 
Health Department by March 5 
or the department would face 
the possibility of being shut 
down. 


“‘We lack $34,000 in our 
budget to continue the present 
services,’ said Ball, ‘‘and it 
leaves us with two alternatives 
---1, Begin to cut back services, 
and 2.Continue all the existing 
programs until funds run out 
and then shut down. We must 
make cutbacks by March 5 that 
will save us $35,000, arfd that 
means terminating programs 
and laying off 4 or S employees. 
We will try to keep our most 
important programs active and 
serve the people the best we 
can."’ 


Ball met with the Commis- 
sion back on February 11, and 
asked them to impose a 3-mil Ad 
Valorem tax to raise money for 
his department. The Com- 
mission failed to vote in the tax, 
and this non-action resulted in 
Ball’s appearance this week. 


‘The. total cost of operating 
the Health Department is 
$952,000 annually,’’ added Ball, 

. ‘and the local funding is only 
$16,000. I have looked high and 
low for Federal matching funds, 
and they just can’t be found. If 
the county can’t give us some 
money, we have no choice but to 
cut services.’” 


In an unrelated matter, Ball 
stated that 450 residents may 
soon face prosecution for violat- 
ing Health Department regula- 
tions on the disposal of solid 
waste. 


‘*‘We are ready to mail 450 
certified letters to county resi- 
dents that are violating the 
regulations,’’ stated Ball, ‘‘and 
they will then have 14 days to 
act or face prosecution. County 
residents have 3 choices con-
